FBI Harassment at NYC's Golden Pacific Bank

NEW YORK - Although some 
hold that the Federal Deposit 
Jnsurance Corporation's (FDIC) 
closling_ of the Golden Pacific 
National Bank was resolved 
through its buyout by the Hong 
Kong 人 Shanghai Banking Cor- 
poration,， New York City?s 
Chinaatown was jolted ;once again 
by the news that on Saturday 
June 29, the FBI has joined the 
FEDIC to interview and process 
inSurance claims of all holders 
of yellow certificates. 


ITzlai Bill Chong，candidate for 
district leader，objected to the 
FEBl's presence at the interviews 
after receiving reports that 
Chinese were being frightened 
away from rightfully claiming 
thelir lost deposits. 

The Hong 玉 ong and Shanghai 
Banking Corporation bought 
$117 million of Golden Pacific's 
insured deposits，but $17 million 
in the yellow certificates 1S in 
dispute.， IThese yellow cer- 
tificates，named for the yellow 
paper they were printed on，were 
not deposlited by the bank，and 
the EDIC refuses to insure 
them， claiming that the cer- 
tificates do not conform to 
banking regulations. 

Hundreds of people may lose as 
much as $70 million. Many 
angry and often unruly deposi- 
tors，demonstrating daily for a 
week outside the bank's head- 
quarters on Canal Street and 
Center Street， State they 
assumed the certificates were 
inSUured，since the bank was 
EDIC-insured. 

The FDIC claims Some pur- 
chasers Of the. certificates 
"may have been motivated by 3a 
desire to evade payment of 
ipncome taxes，SoOme by 3a desirec 
to avoid -currency control 
restrictions，and some by a 
desire to obtain a higher interest 
rate than paid by re8gular deposit 
accountSs， JIn these cases，we will 
have to deny insurance coverT- 
age,”" Said an FDIC spokesperson. 

To register their 1osses，the 
FDIC requires _ certificate holders 
to present the orliginal certi- 
ficate and agreement，two forms 
of identification，sSocial Security 


card, and green card or passport. 
Although it is believed that 
SOme certificate holders are 
illegal aliens who do not possess 
grececn cards， Social Security 
cards oT passport，FEDIC of- 
ficials said people should not 
be:scared off. 

"We'Te not discouraging people 
from coming,"' said Robert M: 
Cittadina，FDIC regional mana- 
ger,， on Friday June 28.、 On June 
26，however，after completing 
jnterviews with FDIC officials， 
holders of .yellow certificates 
were then escorted to another 
room to be interviewed by FEBI 
agents. 

The FEBI asked them to answer 
Such questions as，"Did you 
receive a fee or kickback from 
the yellow certificates?” and 
"Where did the money from the 
yellow certificates come from27 
They were asked to Sign their 
names as PTOof .of releasing this 
information voluntarily， 

In Tesponse to _ Several irate 
telephone calls，City Council- 
woman Miriam Friedlander ap- 
peared at the interview site and 
questioned Ralph Wexler，FDIC 
Spokesman， who，along with 
three_ security guards，assured 
Friedlander that the interviews 
with the FEFBI were voluntary. 
However，when asked that the 
voluntary nature of the inter- 
Views be posted in the room， 
Wexler told her that was not 
possible. 

Friedlander also asked FBI 
official Philip Desing to remove 
offensive questions on income 
from their form. An FEBI form 
wasS then Shown，with some 
quecstions already heavily 
blacked out，but other questions 
on income still remained. 


The FDIC's initial act of 
permanently closing what is 
probably NY's largest independ- 
ently Ownhed Chinese bank Shook 
Chinatown's financial and 
business community，and denied 
acceSS by Store 0whners， TesS- 
tauranteurs，and individuals 
of $148 million worth of de- 
posits for their payrolls，rents， 
and Supplies. 


Only after noisy and angry 
cormmunity response did the 
FDIC negotiate the buying onut 
of Golden Pacific by another

Although most of the repre- 
Sentatives Said that the DNC 
Should have more than two 
ASsians，considering the number 
of Asian Democrats and the 
contributions they had made to 


the party， and Some even 
complained that the party was 
trying to "buy off” Asian 


Democrats with a few appoint- 
mentSs，many Salid they were 
pleased to hear of the two 
appointments， and would like to 
See _ the _ third --- the Fairness 
Commission vacancy -- filled by 
another Aslian， 

The May _ decision waSs inter- 
preted by all present as an 
elimination of caucuses that 
were not included in the party 
by-lawsS. 

AGENDA 

Van Parish，political director 
of the _ California Democratic 
Party, and Mabel Teng, Northern 


California chair of the APC said 
that because DNC "will not 
provide in its official agendas" 
for meetings desired by any 10 
or more members，will not accept 
reports by "any Such group,”and 
"will not establish rosters of the 
participants theattected 
caucuses Such as the APC will 
not be able to maintain the same 
status as the black, Hispanic and 
women caucuses; noOT will they 
be able to maintain the same 
status 3aS they had before the 
May decision. Therefore，they 
were being "demoted" or "eli- 
minated.”

Hirabayashi Retrial Ends: 


EAST/WEST-5 


Ruling May Affect Redress 


SEATTLE - The courtroom 

drama ended last week for 
Gordon Hirabayashi，who Spent 
nince months in prison during 
1942-43 for disobeying the 
curfew and evacuation orders 
directed against Japanese 
Americans. 

From June 17 to 27，he was 
given a retrial at US District 
Court，Bnut the judge's ruling, to 
be issued in October or later， 
could have far-reaching_ effects 
on al1 60,000 of the surviving 
internment victims. 

"TI_ think we 8ot all the 
testimony in that we wanted to. 
We expect a very favorable 
Tuling,” Roger Shimizu， a 
member of Hirabayashi"s legal 
tecam，told E/W. "We still 
anticipate that the government 
has its option to appeal， in the 
instance of a favorable ITuling 
for Gordon." 

Hirabayashi's attorneys，who 
Sought to have his convictions 
TeVversed on the grounds that the 
gOvcernment purposely withheld 
evidence Showing that the 
Japanese Americans posed no 
mijlitary threat in World War IJ， 
will have until July 31 to 
prTesent written arguments to 
Judge Donald Voorhees， The US 
govcernment，the defendant in 
the case， will have until 
September $ to respond.， Then 
Hirabayashi's attorneys will be 
allowed to submit a rebuttal no 
later than October 5. 

"That doesn"t mean that the 
judge will make a ruling then," 
Shimizu explained.， "He can 
take Six months. But he pro- 
mised he would give a qtiick 
ruling." 

NO SABOTAGE 

During the trial，which was 
marked by standing-room only 
crOowds，the government sought 
repeatcdly to prove that the 
internment was based on 
military necessity，and not on 
Tacism or wartime hysteria. 
The government"s key witness， 
former intelligence officer 
David E，、Lowman，said that 
Secret cables transmitted by the 
Japanese Foreign Ministry in 
January 1941 contained a list of 
orders for building an espionage 
network in the US that would 
utilize Japanese Americans. 
了 oowever,， Lowman admitted that 
he did not have intelligence 
regarding any aefual incidents 
of Sabotage or espionage by 
Japanese Americans. 

FLASHING LIGHTS 

Another former intelligence 
officer， William Hammond， 
testified that before the 
internment there were frequent 
Teports of flashing lights and 
radio Signals along the West 
Coast，which authorities as- 
Sumed were Sent by Japanese 
aliens Or Japanese Americans. 
"But after the Japanese were 
removed from the coast，there 
were hardly any,” he said. 
Hammond provided no _ evidence 
for his claim. 

Richard B，Ham，yet another 
former jintelligence officer， 
testified about a study he had 
prepared Showing a heavy con- 
centration of Japanese Ameri- 
canSs Dear military facilities. 
But Ham also said that out of 
thousands of reports，he could 
not Tecall a Single one detailing 
an act of sabotage or espionage. 

Following the trial， Hira- 
bayashi said he was "verIy 


optimistic"” that Judge Voorhees 
would rule in his favor.， "T'm 
very glad to have had a hearing 
after 43 years," he Said， 
describing the retrial as proof of 
the "resilijency of democracy.” 
Don Tamaki，chairman of the 
Bay Area Committee to Reverse 
the Japanese American Wartime 
Cases，was asked by E/W how 
the Hirabayashi case might 
affect the internment bills now 
bein8g considered by the US 
COngresS. 

"It doesn'"t have any direct 
effect,”he said，"But indirectly， 
it helps tremendously，because 


one of the main arguments 
a8ainst reparations is: “Didn't 
the Supreme Court validate 


these cases as being consti- 
tutional and legal?， 

"What rhe reopening of these 
cases means is that the“facts， 
Tcpresented to the Supreme 
Court were false， and that there 
waSs Dn0 military necessity and 
therefore no legal basis for the 
internment.， The fact that the 
Justice Department lawye.s lied 
to the Supreme Court to brin8g 
about this injustice makes the 
ar8uUment for reparations even

However，questions were Taised 
as to the center's role as intermedi- 
ary between the city and commu- 
nity，with city officials less Sensitive 
to the needs of Chinatown than to 
the requests from Downtown area. 
Is Preservation and rehabilitation 
the only remedies for Chinatown's 
housing scarcity and poor condi- 
tions? Why wasn't there _ more 
public discussion in forums of what 
the center has been doing since 让 
had claimed to be representative of 
the majority of Chinatown? 

“They have been doing some- 
thing we would like to see happen- 
ing， Such as rehabilitating and 
renovyating eXxisting housing,” said 
Dick Wong，architect and a board 
member of the Chinese Six Com- 
panies. “However，this is not the 
only answer。 There are different 
areas to be looked into, Such as the 
possibility of new constructions on 
Spaces both in the north and center 
Ping Yuen projects，and the poSsSsi- 
bility of vertical development.2”

The executive 
director of CNIRC, the only one in 
the agency's eight years，Gordon 
Chin, said that the center “is happy

To get a loan, one must have at 
least $100 in his account，and 
the account must be at least 30 
days 01d. Approval of loans is 
based on the individuals ability 
to repay, She said. 

SERVICE 

Nakamura Said she really liked 
the Service because She had no 
credit record and- had problems 
getting a loan. Through the 
credit union，she can build up a 
credit history and apply for 
credit cards. 

Worried that she wouldn?t pass 
the credit Screening，Nakamura 
didn"t hand in her application 
for the trip immediately. She 
said the union 8granted her the 
loan on Tuesday night，notified 
her on Wednesday morning，and 
had the check ready for her on 
Wednesday afternoon. "It was 3 
nice Surprise to get the money So 
fast,"”she said. 

When the credit union just 
started，Huie Said She went out 
and made presentations to 
recruit，TIThe credit union lis noOw 
in its fourth year of operation， 
most people find out about it 
through “word-of-mouth,” She 
Said. 

Nakamnura said she found out 
about the credit Union because 
She Saw an ad，and because two 
friends Sug8gested She check it 
out.， Now，Nakamura Said she 
has told at least five of her 
friends about the union.
